More and more people are starting 
a “wild” garden, complete with the 
many lovely wild flowers and interesting 
ferns native to Wisconsin. There is a 
fascination to these wild flowers that 
once experienced makes the growing 
of the “cultivated” flowers seem routine 
by comparison. Being all hardy perenni- 
als, once established you have a recur- 
ring pleasure each year as you watch 
them poke their way up at the beginning 
of spring. See book listings for excellent 
source of wild flower information. 


BANEBERRY, RED EARLY: Actea. rubra. Tall 
white flowers in May, red berries in July. 


BANEBERRY, WHITE LATE: Actea alba. Similar 
to above. White berries in August. 


BLOODROOT: Sanguinaria canadensis. Fragile gold 
and white blossoms in early spring. Height ten 
inches. Single leaf. 


BLUEBELLS, SCOTCH: Campanula rotundifolia. 
Delicate bluebells June ‘till fall. 


BLUEBELLS, VIRGINIA: Mertfensia virginica. Cup 
shaped pink to blue flowers. with large floppy 
leaves. One foot high. 


COHOSH, BLUE: Caulophyllum thalictroides. Yel- 


low flowers in spring, August, blue berries. 


COLUMBINE, WILD: Agquilegia canadensis. Red 
and yellow flowers in late May. 


DOGTOOTH VIOLET, WHITE: Erthrouium Albi- 
dum. Long mottled leaf. White 6 petal flower. 


DOGTOOTH VIOLET, YELLOW: Erthronium 
americanum. Light yellow; like white dogtooth. 


Fern like leaves with 4-8 small “breeches.” 


GENTIAN, BOTTLE: Gentiana andrewsi. Late 
summer flower. Deep blue, glossy leaves. Tall. 


HEPATICA: Hepatica acutiloba. Small early spring 
flower. Varying blue to white. 


JACK-IN-THE-PULPIT: Arisaema triphyllum. Looks 
like minister popping from pulpit. 


JACOB’S LADDER: Polemonium reptans. Tall 
spring flower. Blue bell shaped flowers. 


LOBELLIA, BLUE: Lobelia sypbhilitica. Blue spikes 
in August. About 18 inches high. 


LOBELIA, CARDINAL: Lobelia cardinalis, Red — 


blooms in late summer. Quite tall. 


MARSH MARIGOLD: Caltha palustris. Glossy _ 


golden blooms in May. Thick edible heart shaped 
leaf. 


PHLOX, WILD BLUE: Phlox divaricata. Masses of 
delicate blue flowers in May. 


SHOOTING STAR: Docecathes media. Pale pink — 


to lavender inverted petals in clusters. 


SQUIRREL CORN: Dicentra canadensis. Tiny pink 
and white flowers. Fern-like leaves. 


TRILLIUM, NODDING: Trillium cernunm. Grace- 
ful white flowers. Spring blooming. 12” high. 


TRILLIUM, SHOWY: Trillium grandiflorum. White 
butterfly-like flower. An early spring species. 


VIOLET, BIRDSFOOT: Viola pedata. 


shades of lavender. Profuse flowering. 


VIOLET, BLUE: Viola cucullata. The common deep 
blue variety.

HERB PLANTS 


Generally speaking Herb Plants are 
easy to grow. Needing little fertilizer, 
(rich soil produces a fine looking plant, 


but it has little scent or flavor), they 


seem to like to struggle against the ele- 
ments, and in this struggle produce the 
delect flavors and scents we enjoy. 
Unusually resistant to disease and in- 
sects, (Pennyroyal is considered to be 
an excellent mosquitoe repellent) they 


_ make fascinating gardens for the cook- 


ing enthusiast, for the person interested 
in a formal garden, and for those who 
want a small “fragrance garden.” 


Interestingly enough, many blind 
people have fragrant herb gardens. Un- 
able to see, they receive their pleasure 
from the many interesting scents and 


_ flavors of the plants. 


We have divided the plant listing this 
year into different sections, each with 
an appropriate heading. It is well to 
remember, however, that many of these 
plants have overlapping functions, but 
we have attempted to make division 
according to their primary function. We 
hope this will be helpful to you in mak- 
ing your selection. 


In the following, “a” stands for annual, 
“tp” for tender perennial, “hp” for hardy 


perennial, “b” for biennial.

BALM, LEMON: Melissa officinalis. hp. Bright 
green lemon scented leaves. Excellent tea and 
salad flavorer. 


BURNET: Sanguisorba minor. b. Fresh cucumber 
flavor. Use in salads. 


CHIVES: Allium schoenoprasum. hp. Our Chives 
is gorgeous. Spiky green clumps make wonderful 
source for onion like flavor. . 


COMEFREY: Symphytum officinale. hp. Large green 
leaf. Makes delicious spinach like dish. A 
wonderful food. 


GARLIC, ORIENTAL: Allium tuberosum, hp. A 
chives-like plant with mild garlic flavor. Won- 
derful with cream cheese.

MARJORAM, SWEET: Origanum marjorna. tp.

OREGANO: Marjorana vulgaris. tp. A favorite with 
all Italian foods. A must for pizza. 


PARSLEY, CURLED. tp. Everyone uses it. 
ROSEMARY: Rosmarinus officinalis. tp. Fine meat 


seasoner. Blend in butter with parsley to baste 
roasting chicken. 


SAGE: Holts mammoth. hp. Broad leaf variety. 
Sausage and poultry seasoning. 

SAGE: Salvia officinalis. tp. Narrower leaf than 
Holts mammoth. Well known for its seasoning 
effect in poultry and pork dishes, 


WINTER SAVORY: Satureia montana. hp. Fine 
on beans, egg dishes, fish and stews. 

STRAWBERRY, BARON SOLEMACHER. - Deli- 
cious strain of wild alpine strawberry. No run- 
ners and white flowers adds decorations. Ever- 
bearing. 

FRENCH SORREL: Rumex scutatus. hp. Makes 
delicious: creamed soup. Fine in salads, too. 
TARRAGON: Artemisia dracunculus. hp. Tasty

It is recommended that the plants listed in the 
fiest paragraph following be grown from seed rather 
than buying young plants. You will note most 
of these are annuals, or should be treated as such. 
They will mature fast. 


Angelica, Sweet Basil, Lemon Scented Basil, Let- 
tuce Leaf Basil, Purple Basil, Borage, Caraway, 
Celeric (root celery), Chervil, Coriander, Dill, 
Florence Fennel, Summer Savory. 


The following seed also is available. However, 
we recommend that plants be bought instead be- 
cause of slow maturity, unless you can give early 
start in greenhouse or coldframe—Burnet, Catnip, 
Chicory, Horehound, Parsley, Sweet Marjoram, 
Thyme, Common Wormwood, Rue, Sage (officinal- 
#5). All above seeds available at 20c per packet.
